THE GOLDEN STATE BY THE GOLDEN GATE, 

No state in the union is attracting the  atten- 
tion that California is today from the outside 
world, and no state is more worthy of it, or more 
able to ‘make good” on every claim made for it 
‘oy its most enthusiastic admirer. There is plenty 


of room here for not only thousands but millions, 
and plenty of work for all to do when they get 
here, for this vast empire is to be cultivated and 
developed yet and it will take hundreds of thous- 
ands of men many years to do it, so vast the ter- 
ritory and so unlimited the resources and _possi- 
bilities. 

This writer cleaned up a small fortune one time 
in the gold mines of Colorado, and then dubbed 
around all over America looking for a place to 
plant it where it would grow. He found many 
places to plant it, all right, but it wouldn't grow 
worth a cent. I planted some of it back into 
mines that panned out a good grade of porphyry 
running about 10 cents a ton; I planted some 
more in mines in old Mexico and the Yaqua_ In- 
dians and greaser revolutionists butchered eight 
of my miners and gave me 24 hours to ge out, 
and when I reached the border I had half that 
time to spare. I planted some on a Kansas ranch 
and raised hell and a mortgage, broke down my 
constitution dodging cyclones, hot winds, chinch 
bugs, grasshoppers, politicians and prohibition. I 
invested in Wall street stocks and got fleeced like 
any other lamb and sucker. I bought some of 
Mr. Morgan’s steel common at $40 and it went 
down to $9, while my temperature, pulse and tem- 
per dropped ten miles lower than that. I got a 
little patch of ground in the flint hills of Penn- 
sylvania, near a little town called Indiana, and 
had to shoot the corn into the hills with a shot- 
gun, while another man went around with a wa- 
gonload of manure and put a shovelful over each 
kernel of corn and patted it down with a hoe— 
at that rate a fellow could raise sixty bushel in 
sixty years.

In Chicago the next winter the 
bread wagons fed a hundred thousand starving 
wretches every night and gave them a tin of hot 
coffee to keep their shivering bones from drop- 
ping out of their skins. And everywhere I went 
the opportunities for making money grow were 
as scarce as good climate or chances to make a 
living in excess of the price of grub. ; 

The mora] of all this is that if-I had had com- 
mon sense enough to come to California “ years 
ago when I] had that money I would be a milHion- 
aire now, by just simply investing it in land any- 
where in the state, and especially if the invest- 
ment was in Contra Costa county, or Richmond 
town lots. But I did not know anything about 
California, and supposed it was way off some- 
where alongside a big ocean, inhabited by Digger 
Indians, Chinese, Japs, a few white men who 
couldn’t get away, Dennis Kearney sand-lot poli- 
ticians, earthquakes and fleas. That is why I 
am writing these kind of articles, and mailing 
them by the thousands back East and_ every- 
where among the benighted heathen who still hold 
these sort of opinions. 

If a man comes to Califaynia with money he 
can double that money in @ short time, and if 
he comes without any he can make some, if he 
amounts to a hill of beans. California has every- 
thing else in America fbeat in every point in the 
game of life.
